MESSAGE FROM THE CHAIRMAN OF THE NEW MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE 
The Petition Score at_the Half-Way Mark 


The end of January is the half-way mark of the Commandery year. We have 
409 petitions,compared with a cumlative quota of 462, or about 88% of 
our objective to date. Six commanderies have joined the BUILDERS by 
equaling or exceeding their petition quotas. They are: Berkshire #21 - 
187%, Athol #37 - 137%, Ivanhoe #46 - 118%; Newburyport #3 - 110%, Old 
Colony #15 - 108% and Cyprus #39 - 100%. Ten other commanderies have 
more than half of their MSE peCrN Ve quotas and two of them need only one 
petition each to reach 100%. Only two commanderies (one of themwas in 
the 100% Club last year) have not yet revovted a petition, affiliation 
or reinstatement. If these two commanderies would follow Old Colony's 
fine example (12 petitions in January), they could join the ranks of 
the BUILDERS in a single month. 


The largest number of petitions to date, 32, is credited to DeMolay Com- 
mandery#7 = a 100% Club member for the last three yearse The second 
largest number, 28, has been recorded by Berkshire Commandery #226 


We have 40.9% of our Grand Commandery quota at the end of January, com- 
pared with 37% a year ago» 

It is still possible for every tommandery to obtain its quota this year. 
Experience has proved that the next few months are the most active of 
the commandery year with respect to petitions. Make "full speed ahead" 
for your own and the Grand Commandery quotas.
